Honesty in "service" 
is still the best policy. ‘Send those tough repair jobs to NCR; for an 
accurate estimate. 


Through lack of confidence: Ever whistle your way past a graveyard? 

The “scared" repairman often tries to hide his fears and lack of con- 
fidence behind a false front of too much "double" talk. Could it be 
he's talking as much to himself as to his customers? Give your customers 
a chance to explain the camera's malfunctions and disorders. You can 
learn a lot from customers if you'll just learn to listen to them, 


By over-enthusiasm: Offhand, enthusiasm about a camera repair job 
would seem admir - But when it leads a guy to oversell the job, to 
continue talking long after the customer stops listening, it can be a 
serious and costly mistake. Lost, another repair job!
